WORLD soccer legend 
Pele has renewed his at- 
tack on Brazil's 2006 
World Cup bid as he 
claimed the president of 
the country’s — football 
federation was talking 
nonsense. 

"The president of the 
Brazilian Football Con- 
federation (CBF) can't 
keep on talking nonsense. 
He has to work for the 
benefit of sport,” said 
Pele, who last week said 
he wanted no part of 
the Brazil bid. "If we had 
@ project that was trans- 
parent and everything 
was being done in the 
open, then that would be 
okay. But we don't have 
any of this.". 

"Brazil has not got any 
stadium, any pitch, which 
is apt to stage a World 
Cup match or meet the 
conditions set down by 
FIFA," added Pele, who 


was speaking at the train- 
ing ground of Santos, the 
club where he spent 17 
years of his illustrious 
career. 

“It's time to stop de- 
ceiving the people.” 

Pele began his attack in 
Barcelona, shortly before 
the European Cup final. 

He described it as a lost 
cause and a waste of 
money and accused bid 
organisers of wanting "to 
get some money without 
doing much work for it." 

CBF president Ricardo 
Teixeira said at the time 
that he deplored Pele's 
comments and claimed 
the World Cup, if held in 
Latin America’s largest 
country, would generate 
jobs, stimulate stadium 
modernisation and in- 
crease tourism.

SYDNEY’S Olympic 
supremo Sandy Hollway 
came to Melbourne last 
week to push the notion 
that the Olympic Games 
was a national event that 
everyone could afford. 
Unfortunately, he be- 
gan by telling his audi- 
ence at the Melboume 
Town Hall that it was 
only fitting that there 
should be some Olympic 
soccer matches being 
played "here in Sydney". 
Hollway bluffed his 
way through the faux pas, 
but his Freudian slip was- 
n't lost on members 
of today's public forum. 
"You'd have thought 
he'd have got it right if he 
really wanted us to be- 
lieve we were a part 
of the Games,” said Ste- 
phen Taylor of South 
Melbourne.

Premier Jeff Kennett 
said he was certain the 
preliminary matches to be 
played at the MCG 
would fill the ground. 

But he said there. was 
no profit motive. 

"What we scck to do is 
to contribute to the suc- 
cess of the Olympic 
Games in Sydney,” the 
Premier said, adding that 
matches were likely to 
Cost Victoria "a few mil- 
lion" 

"But that is a small 
price to pay for being 
part of one of the greatest 
events in the world.” 
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EUROPEAN champion Man- 
chester United has ruled out 
taking part in next season's 
multi-team world club cham- 
pionship which is likely to 
feature Australian champion 
South Melbourne. 

United chairman Martin 
Edwards said it was unlikely 
any English clubs would want 
to be part of the proposed 
championship in Brazil.

On the administrative side it 
has not exactly been a rag- 
ingly successful period. 

Our game is still shown to 
be a very distant eighth best in 
comparison to other sports in 
terms of media supply. 

Cricket, rules, league, ten- 
nis, union, hockey and athlet- 
ics al] make our guys look 
pretty amateurish. 

It isn’t just the volume of 
press release material, it is the 
quality — or rather lack of it 
which is a concern with soc- 


cer. 

I have always thought that 
the game’s administration is 
light years behind our playing 
standard. 

I believe that is the single 
biggest reason why the game 
gets such a poor coverage in 
the daily press and why in 
every major paper bar none it 
is relegated to somewhere 
between the racing and lawn 
bowls, and given like status. 

T can honestly say that the 
general support from our NSL. 
clubs to this paper has been 
abysmal. 

There are exceptions — one 
or two and you guys know 
who you are without me say- 
ing it and embarrassing you — 
but in the main our soccer 
administrators are too busy 
worrying about negative pub- 
licity instead of gearing them- 
selves up for an all-out pro- 
motional assault. 

I know that in my time as 
media consultant to the Can- 
berra Cosmos (and look out 
for a good year from them on 
the playing field next season) 
we bombarded the press with 
almost daily press releases. 

Our result was constant cov- 
erage in the city’s three main 
papers and on every radio and 
TV station — and that with a 
club which was plumb last. 

Even when the Wolves de- 
molished the Cosmos 8-0 
there was a full coverage the 
following week. 
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As I say, the general club 
support of the media this 
season has been deplorable. 

If I was given a magic 

wand to wave at Soccer 
Australia’s new Sydney city 
HQ I would spirit up some- 
one who could go round the 
clubs showing them what to 
do in the first instance — and 
then demanding that they 
keep on doing it in the sec- 
ond. 
“Having said all that, it has 
always stumped me why we 
can produce such a fantastic 
stream of brilliant youth 
given our dreadful admini- 
stration. 

The only conclusion I can 
draw, other than the obvious 
one that once again I am 
wrong, is that our coaching 
system is equally brilliant. 

Tf that is the case how 
much longer will it be be- 
fore Inside Soccer carries 
weekly stories about our 
best coaches going overseas. 

Already Mike Hickman, 
Eddie Thomson, Tommy 
Sermanni, Stuart Baxter and 
Mike Urukalo have all been 
there or are still there. 

When you think about that 
list it makes you wonder just 
how our game can afford to 
lose its best coaches as well 
as its best young players. 

Then again if I am wrong 
about our administrators 
then overseas clubs will 
soon be queuing up for them 
too. 

I don’t always claim to be 
right that is why this col- 
umns entitled “It's Only an 
Opinion”. 

If that proved to be the 
case then I shall be at the 
airport ready to wave them 
all away — maybe we. could 
book a jumbo ......

EUROPE’S top soccer clubs 
have said that they want the 
tight to refuse to give up play- 
ers for friendly internationals. 

The G-14 group of clubs, 
who held their latest meeting 
in a Madrid casino, also called 
for compensation for players 
called up for all international 
fixtures and a revised calendar 
to cut down on mid-season 
friendlies. 

Real Madrid president 
Lorenzo Sanz, chairman of the 
group, expressed satisfaction 
with the way the G-14 has 
successfully lobbied for 
greater income from the 
UEFA Champions’ League. 

And he signalled that G-14 
attention is set to tum to the 
matter of club compensation 
for their highly paid players. 

"The decision on players’ 
availability for friendlies 
should be left up to the clubs," 
Sanz said. 

"And with regard to official 
matches, we believe it is nec- 
essary to establish insurance 
in favour of the clubs, eco- 
nomic compensation from the 
national associations and & 
schedule that respects the in- 
terests of the clubs.” 

Sanz added: "We are due to

Maradonna’s lawyers 
appeal two year jail 
sentence 


LAWYERS for former Argen- 
tinian soccer star Diego Mara- 
dona will appeal against a 
two-year prison sentence im- 
posed on the player for injur- 
ing, harming and threatening 


journalists, lawyer Hugo 
Wortman Jofre said today. 

The lawyer told agency DyN 
that the defence would be 
based on “inapplicability of 
the law” and “nullity of the 
sentence". 


In February 1994 Maradona, 
who led Argentina to World 
Cup victory in 1986, fired an 
air rifle at journalists staking 
out the house in the Buenos 
Aires suburb of Moreno where 
he was spending a weekend. 

Wortman Jofre said the ap- 
peal would be- made in the 
Mercedes Penal Chamber in 
the west of Buenos Aires 
province to try and annul the 
sentence imposed by judge 
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Dante Pietrafesa. 

If this fails then the. matter 
would be taken to the Bue- 
nos Aires supreme court and 
then the national Supreme 
Court. 

Previously Maradona's 
defence team had sought for 
the sentence to be reduced 
to two years from the origi- 
nal demand of two years and 
10 months but now they 
want the sentence annulled.

"In the case of Real Madrid, 
we have a vital Cup game next 
week and we'll be missing 
eight players, some of them 
because of friendly matches.

Ronaldo told Spanish sports daily 
Marca: "It's been tough getting over 
my injuries but I've worked hard on 
my recovery and | can now say { 
don't have any problems with my 
knees." 

Ronaldo played his first game for 
Brazil since the World Cup in a 
friendly against Barcelona in April 
and made an immediate impression, 
scoring one goal and setting up his 
side's second in a 2-2 draw. 

He dropped out of the Brazil squad 
for the two games against the Nether- 
lands but is confident of returning in 
time for the Copa America which 
starts in Paraguay on June 29. 

"It's just a slight muscle problem 
that's keeping me out at the mo- 
ment,” Ronaldo said. 


“But I've never suffered a tom 
muscle so it doesn't worry me. | 
should be able to play in the Copa 
America.” 

“I'm still confident in my own abil- 
ity and that's by far the most impor- 
tant thing. I'm convinced I'll be the 
same player J was.” 

Meanwhile, in Rio de Janeiro, 
Ronaldo released a statement saying 
he had cailed it quits with his fiancee 
Susana Werner, Deutsche Presse- 
Agentur reported.

JAPAN and South Korea 
set the publicity band- 
wagon for their joint 
World Cup rolling last 
week, unveiling a logo 
for the 2002 event that 
organisers said symbol- 
ised Asian culture. soccer 
and Mother Nature. 

The emblem for the 
first World Cup to be 
held in Asia was 
presented simultaneously 
in Tokyo and Seoul. 

It features a series of 
sweeping curves inside a 
multi-coloured — circle 
which combine to form 
an image of the famous 
trophy. 
| The emblem has sec- 
tions in green, red, yel- 
| low, white. gold and pur- 
ple which symbolise na- 
ture, passion for soccer, 
hope, purity and sports- 
manship, the trophy and 
the earth. 

"All other previous 
World Cup emblems 
tried to emphasise 
characteristics of host 
countries. But this em- 
blem tries to symbolise 
Asian culture,” said FIFA 
Vice President Chung 
Mong-joon at the Seoul 
presentation. 

"We chose a circular 
shape because it is highly 
relevant.” said Chris 
Lightfoot, creative direc- 
tor at Interbrand. the 
London-based firm that 
Spent two years designing 


the emblem. 

"The circle has been 
part of the Asian culture 
for many centuries, hav- 
ing symbolised the uni- 
verse, the sun, the world 
and even life itself.” 

FIFA president Sepp 
Blatter said in a recorded 
interview that the unveil- 
ing of the emblem 
marked the real start of 
the tournament, although 
the first match is three 
years away. 

"From this moment on, 
the event has a real iden- 
tity - the fans, the media 
and everyone else can 
associate with it more 
easily,” he said. 

Branding experts said 
that FIFA has moved 
early to boost the 
tournament's profile after 
its failure last year to 


trademark the words 
"World Cup" during 
France "98. 


The new logo reflected 
efforts to brand the tour- 
nament more forcibly in

Korean

A FORMER head coach of the 
North Korean national football team 
has defected to South Korea after 
escaping the famine-stricken state in 
1998, intelligence officials said at 
the weekend. 

Yun Myong-Chan, 50, who 
served as North Korea's head coach 
between 1990 and 1994, had 
arrived and sought asylum in South 
Korea last April. 

"He is still under investigation," 
the official said, giving no further 
details. 

‘Yun is the first known North Ko- 
rean sports official to defect to 
South Korea. 

He was a member of the North 
Korea team which competed in the 
1973 Asian preliminary rounds for 
the World Cup. 

He had visited South Korea in 
1990 and 1991, leading the North 
Korean team for an inter-Korean 
matches. 

The Yonhap news agency said 
Yun was demoted in 1994 from 
head coach to a worker in a 
sports goods factory in Pyongyan, 
the North Korean capital. 

Around 300 North Koreans haye 
defected to South Korea in the past 
five years, complaining of severe 
food shortages in the isolated state. 

South Korea and North Korea are 
still technically at war since the 
Korean War ended in the signing of 
an armistice and a permanent peace 
treaty was never signed.

AUSTRALIAN Mark Bosnich 
is relishing the challenge of 
stepping into Peter 
Schmeichel's boots after sign- 
ing a four-year deal to replace 
the great Dane as Manchester 
United goalkeeper last week.

"] could not have found my- 
self sitting in Italy or Spain, 
having turned down the 
chance to follow - Peter 
Schmeichel. 

"I could not have looked at 
myself in the mirror if 1 had 
done that." 

Bosnich will officially join 
the European champions on 
July 1 when his contract at 
Villa runs out. 

His departure from Villa 
Park has caused some anger 
among fans of the Midlands 
club, but Bosnich said: "If 
there is any animosity it does- 
nt come from my end. 

"I would just like to thank 
the Villa fans for the way 
they've treated me while I 
have been there. 

“From my point of view 1 
have only good memories of 
Villa. : 

“They gave me the chance to 
fulfil my dreams of playing in 
the top flight in England." 

Bosnich originally made his 
debut for United in 1990 un- 
der Alex Ferguson but was 
forced to leave England after 
immigration authorities can- 
celled his student’s visa. 

He made his debut for 
United against Wimbledon 
but played only three first 
team games before leaving 
Old Trafford. 

After retuming to Sydney 
United in 1992 he found him- 
self unable to get a regular 
game, kept out of the club’s 
first grade side by long time 
playing rival Zeljko Kalac. 

While preparing with the 
Australian Olympic team Bon- 


sich bought out his contract 
from United for a sum be- 
lieved to have been in the 
region of $10,000. 

But his British agent had 
already fixed him up in Eng- 
land and Bosnich retumed 
from to England where he 
and married his English girl- 
friend - and then the need for 
that work permit disappeared. 

Former United reserve team 
coach Brian Whitehouse was 
on the staff at Villa and Bos- 
nich signed under the manage- 
ment of flambouyant Ron At- 
kinson, once a Socceroo 
coaching possible. 

Ferguson, incensed at the 
time, said: "After all we have 
done for him, I am very 


disappointed to say the least to | 


hear he has joined Villa. 

"We had a definite under- 
standing that if he came back 
to England it would be to join 
us." 

Bosnich said of the possibil- 
ity of Ferguson harbouring a 
grudge: "Alex hasn't said any- 
thing about that to me. 

“If he was still angry with 
me about it, surely I would not 
be standing here now." 

And United chairman Mer- 
tin Edwards added: "The man- 
ager decided on Mark as the 
replacement for Schmeichel 
some while ago. 

"But we have been unable to 
talk to him until the end of the 
season, although foreign 
clubs have been able to. 

"We had to sit and wait and 
hope that Mark didn't lose 
patience and go somewhere 
else." 

In joining United, Bosnich 
has come full circle after start- 
ing his British career with 
Manchester nearly a decade 
ago. 

While promised to United, 
he joined Aston Villa in the 
belief he would struggle to 
break into the United team 
ahead of Danish international 
Peter Schmeichel. 

With Schmeichel now re- 
tired, Bosnich was welcomed 
back at Old Trafford where he 
will rejoin his good friend, 
striker Dwight Yorke. 

Bosnich started and finished 
his career at Aston Villa in 
controversy. 

In 1993, the Birmingham 
club was fined £20,000 
($A50,000) by the Football 
Association over irregularities 
surrounding his transfer. 

Later that year, Bosnich was 
suspended for one match by 
FIFA when he failed to play 
for Australia in a World Cup 
clash against Canada. 

In his most infamous inci- 
dent in 1996, he was fined 
£1,000 ($A2500) and cen- 
sured after being found guilty 
of misconduct when he an- 
gered Tottenham's many Jew- 
ish supporters with a

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In May this year, amid 
speculation he was bound for 
Manchester, Bosnich refused 
to confirm where his future 
lay and Aston Villa coach 
Gregory finally lost patience 
and dropped him from 
the team to play United. 

It has been a difficult season 
for Bosnich, who lost his first 
team place at Villa to 
Michael Oakes after a shoul- 
der surgery, but the Australian 
said: "Although I was out for 
four months I've been back at 
100 per cent since then." 

It will be the first time a 
player has moved between two 
Premiership ‘clubs under the 
Bosman ruling and Bosnich 
has been criticised by Villa 
chairman Doug Ellis. 

He has so far refused to hit 
back but hinted strongly that 
he will once the deal has gone 
through. 

"Once everything is signed 
and sealed I will then have my 
say about a number of things 
that have been going on," he 
vowed. 

"The challenge is to see 


whether or not I can fill Peter 
Schmeichel's shoes. 

“Tt's going to be a huge task 
but we will have to wait and 
see,” ’ 

Bosnich last year refused to 
renew his contract after eight 
years with Villa and has made 
it clear for months that he 
wanted to join United, who 
this season completed an un- 
precedented treble of English 
league title and FA and Euro- 
pean Cups. 

Details have not been re- 
leased but the deal has been 
reported to be worth around 
£1 million ($A2.5 million) a 
year in wages for Bosnich plus 
a bonus of around £2 million 
($A5 million) as a signing-on 
fee spread over the length of 
his contract. 

"I am pleased to be here,” 
said Bosnich. "I served three 
great years here and I have 
never forgotten that time." 

And Bosnich could well 
make his United debut on a 
pre-season tour to Australia 
but will step into Schmeichel's 
role for real when the club 
start the defence of their Pre- 
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miership, FA Cup and Buro- 
pean Cup trophies in August. 

He said: "United have had a 
fantastic season, and 
Schmeichel is going to be a 
hard act to follow. 

"But my main concern is 
being part of the continuity 
here to keep the club going 
forward. 

“J just want to be part of a 
successful future here. 

“Tf I can blend into the back- 
ground and nobody notices 
the change that will be fine by 
me." 

It's not quite having a dollar 
each way, but Australian goal- 
keeper Mark Bosnich could 
yet play for both the Soc- 
ceroos and Manchester United 
when the Red Devils 
tour down under next month. 

Manchester United will ar- 
rive in Australia in early July 
for pre-season matches against 
the Socceroos on July 15 in 
Melbourne and July 18 in 
Sydney.

Manchester United goalkeeper 
Mark Bosnich was released on 
Police bail after being arrested 
on suspicion of robbing a 
press photographer outside a 
lap-dancing club in the early 
hours of Friday moming. 

West Midlands Police said 
Bosnich had been bailed to re- 
appear at Birmingham's Steel- 
house Lane Police station on 
July 21 - three days 
after United plays Australia in 
Sydney. 

The 27-year-old Australian, 
of Little Aston, Staffordshire, 
left Sutton Coldfield police 
station by a rear door and was 
whisked away by a waiting 
car. 

Bosnich, who was wearing 
dark sunglasses, declined to 
comment on the alleged inci- 
dent which occurred outside 
Birmingham's Legs Eleven 
Nightclub in the early hours. 

Bosnich was arrested at his 
home. 

Bosnich had driven to the 
club to meet two friends but 
contrary to earlier reports, he 
was not on his bucks night, 
which had been the previous 
night, and had not gone into 
the Legs Eleven club. 

Unable to find his friend at 
the club, Bosnich was told to 
check a nearby bar. 
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As he turned to get back into 
his car, a man jumped towards 
him and the pair fell to the 
ground. 

When the man started taking 
photos, Bosnich took his cam- 
era off him and drove home, 
where he was arrested a few 
hours later. 

Bosnich’s Australian man- 
ager Leo Karis said Bosnich 
had intended to retum the 
camera. 

A West Midlands Police 
spokeswoman said on Friday: 
"Officers were called to an 
incident in Wrottesley Street 
in Birmingham city centre at 
1.48am (10.48am AEST) in 
the early hours of this morn- 
ing, where a man from the 
Birmingham area alleged that 
he had been attacked and 
robbed. 

"A 27-year-old man from 
Little Aston, Staffordshire, 
was arrested at 7am (4pm 
ee) ‘on suspicion of rob-

Speaking from his home in 
Small Heath, Birmingham, 
Photographer Jamie Jones 
declined to comment.

Bosnich is alleged to have 
robbed photographer Jamie 
Jones of his $A3,868 camera, 
which was later recovered by 
police officers. 

Jones was understood to 
have been working for a na- 
tional newspaper at the time 
of the incident. 

Bosnich's manager Leo 
Karis issued a statement in 
Sydney that the former Aston 
Villa keeper initially thought 
Jones was a mugger. 

Karis said Bosnich had 
driven his car to meet a friend 
on the corner where the club 
is situated, but had been told 
by the club doorman that his 
friend was at a bar down the

The two men tussled and 
Bosnich had taken the photog- 
Tapher's camera and driven 
straight home, he added. 

After the wedding Bosnich 
looked relaxed and happy as 
he posed with his bride under 
the Abbeygate entrance to the 
16th Century hotel. 

His bride, who wore a full 
length white sleeveless satin 
gown, long white gloves, and 
carried a spray of white lillies, 
was followed down the aisle 
by five bridesmaids dressed in 
gold and white. 

The couple refused to an- 
swer reporters’ questions, 
while fellow United star and 
best man Dwight Yorke also 
declined, telling waiting jour- 
nalists: "I'm not saying any- 
thing, this is Bossie's big day." 

Around 70 guests attended 
the ceremony, including a 
number of Manchester United 
players. 

The reception was held in 
the Abbey's grounds. 

The Australian player, who 
was born in the Sydney sub- 
urb of Fairfield, has been 
known for his flamboyant be- 
haviour on the pitch and is no 
stranger to controversy. 

In 1996 he was found guilty 
of misconduct Football Asso- 
ciation after angering Totten- 
ham supporters with a Hitler 
salute at an Aston Villa game 
at White Hart Lane. A year 
later he walked out of Pride 
Park before a match against 
Derby County when he was 


named as a substitute and he 
refused to sit on the bench. 
His marriage on Saturday 
was not his first. Bosnich left 
Manchester United in 1992 to 
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play for Sydney Croatia fol- 
lowing problems with his 
work permit but returned to 
marry his English girlfriend. 
The couple later divorced. 


Bosnich signed a four-year 
deal with United on Wednes- 
day and has the huge task of 
replacing Dane Peter 
Schmeichel.

THE Czech Republic, Norway, Sweden and 
Ttaly seem certain of qualifying for the Euro 
2000 soccer finals. 

But World Cup champion France and Eng- 
land - the home of Champions Cup winner 
Manchester United = are threatened with go- 
ing out. 

The Cyechs - with a 10-point lead over 
Scotland in Group 9 - could be the first team 
to qualify with a victory Wednesday at home 
oyer Scotland. 

‘Norway and Sweden are off this week amid 
a dozen qualifiers. Italy plays Wednesday at 
Switzerland with a chance to pad its lead to 
nine points in Group 1. 

France, upset 3-2 by Russia on Saturday in 
Saint-Denis, has slipped to No.3 in Group 4 
with 11 points behind Ukraine (14) and Ice- 
land (12). 

Valerey Karpin got the winner in the. final 
three minutes with two more from Alexander 
Popov. 

Emmanuel Petit and Sylvain Wiltord 
scored for France. 

France seems sure of three points in iis 
Wednesday match in Andorra with Iceland at 
Russia and Ukraine at Armenia. 

‘England's scoreless draw Saturday against 
Sweden could prove fatal, a match that had 
Paul Scholes sent off for the last 40 minutes. 

The English - in third place in Group 5 
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with eight points to nine for 
Poland and 13 for Sweden ~ 
must win Wednesday in Bul- 
garia. Poland plays at Lux- 
embourg. 

Turkey and Norway picked 
up key victories Saturday. 
Turkey kept pace with Ger- 
many in Group 3 with a 4-2 
win in Finland on two goals 
each from Hakan Sukur and 
Tayfur Havyutcu. Norway 
won 2-1 in Albania on a late 
winner by Tore Andre Flo. 

On Sunday Israel de- 
stroyed Austria.5-0 in Group 
6. The win moved Israel 
even on points with Austria 
(10), two behind leader 
Spain. Israel and Spain have 
each played five and Austria 


six. 

And England coach Kevin 
Keegan responded to his 
injury problems ahead of 
Wednesday's crucial Euro- 
pean Championship qualifier 
in Bulgaria by calling up 
Ipswich midfielder Kieron 
Dyer and Charlton defender 
Danny Mills from the Under-21 squad. 

Although 20-year-old Dyer has appeared in 
the England squad before, it represented Mills's

AS Roma president Franco 
Sensi announced on Sunday 
that he was sacking Zdenek 
Zeman as coach and hiring 
former, AC Milan boss 
Fabio Capello as his re- 
placement. _ 

Sensi emerged from a 
business meeting telling 
reporters: "Two *statments. 
will be issued today, one for 
the dismissal of Zeman, the 
other for the recruitment of 
Capello." 


Zeman fell out of favour 


after a mid-season dip in per- 
formance which cost Roma its 
shot at the championship and 
a place in the European 
Champions League. 

Tt did however win a UEFA 
Cup place. 

Sensi said that Zeman's de- 
parture "was nobody's fault, 
but a question of facts, and the 
changing times. I will be very 
friendly with him.” 

Capello won four league 
titles in five years with Milan 
before leaving in 1996 for a 


season in Spain, where he 
guided Real Madrid the cham- 
pionship in 1997. 

A return to Milan in 1997- 
98 brought only failure and he 
was replaced last season by 
Alberto Zaccheroni, who won 
the championship last month. 

Capello, who was still on 
‘the Milan pay-roll — having a 
year of his two-year contract 
to See out = spent last-season 
as a commentator on Italian 
state television.

Keegan is without the suspended Paul Scho- 
Jes, sent off in Saturday's 0-0 draw with Swe- 
den, his Manchester United team-mate David 
Beckham and Arsenal’ defender Martin Ke- 
own, who both have hamstring injuries. 
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
